But.it.is a mistaken satis- 
faction. Jhese little ones would do well to 
get less by rote and more through the under- 
standing. Until the reasoning faculty. is 
well developed, for example, we must not 
give studies calling for ite exercise. And, as 
for the minutia now required in every de- 
partment of instruction, it is terrible even 
to think of the subject. 

On the otlier ‘hand, we sometimes Teflect, 
perhaps, by way of excuse, that there has al- 
ways been about the same length of school 
hours. “ But schooling in old days was dif- 
ferent from now. Then the dame’s school 
was a kind of larger. nursery to which it was 
convenient to dispatch the elder boys and 
girls, in order to give time to at- 
tend to the younger, or papa a chance to 
work in comfort. There was .®. generous 
ease in the way school life was conducted, 
strongly contrasting with the appalling me- 
chanism of to-day, whereby everything is 
done by clockwork, and nota fraction of a 
minute is “wasted.” It is doubtful whether 
at that time there were as many studies given 
out for the night, or as difficult, ones. The 
trouble seems to be that we have made edu- 
cation so very systematic that our children 
are caught up and put through an astonish” 
ing course with breathless speed, hke mate- 
rial through a machine. But the remedy is 
really with parents, who must disabuse 
themselves of their mistaken notions about 
quantity of study, and refuse to applaud any 
system of unnatural cramming. 


Seme Aspects of Business Life. 

An Englishman now traveling in this 
country furnishes to the Londen Daily News 
@ series of sketches of American life. In 
one of these communications there are ex- 
tended and not inaccurate details of the do- 
mestic habits of the “average New-York 
mah of business” and his family. He is 
characterized as rapacious and indefatigable 
in the pursuit of wealth, but lavish in ite ex- 
penditure. “His rage for money-getting is 
like the unreasoning instinet of the bee, who 
lays. up honey without knowing or caring 
what becomes of it.” So far as the simile 
doés not depart from an analogy to the busy 
insect. whose praise is sung by Dr. Isaac 
Watts, there is no great hazard in the com- 
parison ; but asimple experiment upon a bee- 
hive might occasion poignant doubt ofa 
serene indifference to their possessions on 
the part of the occupants; and an ascrip- 
tion of unreasoning instinct to business men, 
more especially to . is open to a 


suspicion of incompetency for the explana- 


‘tion of observed phenomens.

busy citizens of our Metropolis. Perhaps a 


connection is traceable ‘between its infla- 
ences and the outrageous performances 
during the past year of cliques that attempt- 
ed the control of currency, of stocks, and of 
gold, and ‘the frequent and deplorable reve- 
lations of financial dishonesty. : 

The conditions of trade to which we have 
alluded render it ‘more difficult every yegr 
for men of small means to start new busi- 
ness. It is not probable that this position of 
affaires will be senously changed by any 
Fetrogadé movement of those who are 
in the advance. The tendency of the age is 
toward great public enterprises; and pri- 
vate undertakings will not lag behind. Small 
capitalists may find it necessary to combine 
their funds in trading companies in order to 
compete with existing establishments. Such 
concerns would not be managed as stock 
companies that employ a few officers to con- 
duct the business of stockholders, but rather 
as firms in which each individual shall work 
as a partner and share profits with reference 
to the interest he contributes.- These would 
not widely differ, except in their origin, 
from the large firms which now are consti- 
tuted of a considerable number of partners 
owning fractional interests in different pro- 
portions. Thus the oppressive army of clerks 
may be somewhat depleted by conversion 
into men of. business. Such combinations of 
individuals: may yet demonstrate tliat 
“an'onis strength” in mercantile associations 
as well as in our national history.

Others 
still, through the technicalities of the law, 
‘or the easy compliance of some magistrate or 
prosecuting attorney, enjoy @ practical im- 
munity in the perpetration of crime, which 
is industriously improved, at. the expense of 
the honest and law abiding. Wecan safely 
say, then, that the cost of criminal’ courts 
and officers bears but a slender proportion to 
the losses otherwise involved, A statement 
of the whole amount of money and portable 
property taken by thieves, during any one 
year, from the industrial classesin New-York 
andits environs, would present an aspect of 
this subject ‘which might even’ seem ex- 
travagant. 

There is another light in: which this ques- 
tion appears, . The great majority of the 
criminal classes contribute nothing to the 
usefal or productive energies of the age. 
They are merely omnivorous consumers,— 
the parasites of society, whose real and fac- 
titious wants, viees and. caprices are sup- 
ported, and even pampered, by the tribute 
violently levied by them on thé” honest, 
profitable industry of the country.

For, crime there 
is none; it. is' purely malevolent in its in- 
fluence and operation on society. 

No more valuable contribution éould be 
made to the cause of social science, and in- 
deed. of morals, than accurate statistics. of 
the losses inflicted on community by crime. 
We admit the difficulty of arriving. with 
certainty at the enormous total. But there 
is much which might be collated from the 
records of criminal courts, prisons and dis- 
bursing offices, police registers and elae- 
where. Some attempt has been made in 
Europe to eliminate’ and generalize this 
branch of statistics ; and in England consid- 
erable success- has attended the effort, 
though nothing like adequate results 
have. yet been attained. . English. au- 
thorities. give figures which appear to be 
the most precise and apposite» within 
our reach at presetit. In a given year the 
number of persons sentenced to.penal servi- 
tude was 8,100, ‘The average cost for the 
prosecution and maintenance of each in 
prison previous fo removal to the penal 
establishment was about $1,000 in ‘gold. 
This would show something over $3,000,000 
paid by the Government, or rather by the 
industrial classes, t0 secure the punishment 
and provide for the support. of one class of 
offenders in a single year. 

"Tt is not to be supposed, however, that this 
represents the whole. The felons of Eng: 
land, or any other country, are not, main- 
tained while at large, or out of the hands of 
the law, for nothing.
